Claim 13, line 14, after the word "water", the phrase ", wherein the weight ratio of 
the inert, non-alkaline polymer soluble in water to the inert polymer insoluble in water is 
50:85 to 15:50" has been inserted. 

Claim 25, line 7, after the word "excipients", the phrase ", wherein said inert 
excipients do not react in the conditions used" has been inserted. 

Claim 25, line 14, after the phrase "insoluble in water", the phrase ", wherein the 
weight ratio of the inert, non-alkaline polymer soluble in water to the inert polymer 
insoluble in water is 50:85 to 15:50" has been inserted. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the allowance of the claims is the incorporation of the 
definition of the inert excipients, as well as the weight ratio between the water-soluble

polymer and water-insoluble polymer in the modified release layer. The cited prior art 
does not fairly teach the non-alkaline excipients, namely the excipients that do not react 
in the conditions of used.
